Child Care 
Initiatives Fund 
(CCIF) 


Purpose 

The fund is designed to work in a flexible 
manner to encourage and evaluate 
innovation and to enhance the development 
of approaches and services as they relate to 
child care issues across Canada. The fund 
is able to do this by providing financial 
assistance for research, demonstration and 
development projects. 


Eligibility . 

Community groups, professional 
associations, union locals, non-profit 
organizations, voluntary organizations, 
educational institutions (i.e. universities and 
colleges), provincial, territorial and 
municipal agencies and individuals wishing 
to undertake applied research are eligible 
for funding under the CCIF. 


Target Populations 

Indian and Inuit children, special-needs 
children, children of parents who work shift 
work or part-time, children from minority 
cultural backgrounds, children in rural 
communities and other settings requiring 
flexible models of care, children who require 
short-term, respite or emergency care, and 
school-age children are considered priority 
areas of concern under the CCIF. 


Application Procedures 
Consultative assistance is available in 
developing a potential project in its early 
stages. Before submitting a proposal, 
applicants are encouraged to contact the 
CCIF to discuss the project in general 
terms.

Family Violence 
Prevention 


Purpose 

To support projects which prevent the 
occurrence of child sexual abuse and family 
violence and reduce their incidence and 
ensuing negative consequences. 


Eligibility 

Proposals may be submitted by voluntary, 
non-profit agencies as well as by provincial 
and municipal agencies, professional 
associations and educational institutions. 


Projects 

Projects in the area of child sexual abuse 
should be innovative and focus on the areas 
of prevention, treatment, professional 
development and training and evaluation of 
programming. Family violence projects 
should focus on unique activities in the 
areas of prevention, treatment and 
community awareness. 


It should be emphasized that the Family 
Violence Prevention Division coordinates all 
federal initiatives related to family violence 
including child abuse, child sexual abuse, 
spousal abuse and abuse of the elderly. 
Divisional staff offer advice and assistance 
to project sponsors and re-direct proposals 
which meet funding objectives and criteria 
to the most appropriate funding program 
within or outside the Department.

Outlines of proposals (two to three pages) 
or complete proposals which provide 
information as to the nature of the project, 
target population, delivery mechanism to be 
used, anticipated results and estimate of 
costs may be forwarded to:

Fitness and 
Amateur Sport 


Purpose 

Fitness and Amateur Sport is dedicated to 
promoting and encouraging Canadians to 
adopt a fitness-oriented lifestyle and to 
assisting this country’s amateur athletes 
and national sport organizations in their 
domestic activities and in the achievement 
of their high performance goals. This dual 
mandate is achieved through two program 
directorates, Fitness Canada and Sport 
Canada. 


Fitness Canada 

Fitness Canada works with a network of 
partner organizations, other levels of 
government and the private sector to 
motivate Canadians to become physically 
active on a regular basis by participating in 
enjoyable activities that contribute to 
improved health and overall well-being. 
While Fitness Canada works toward 
increasing the availability and accessibility 
of top quality fitness programs for all 
Canadians, a majority of the Directorate’s 
initiatives are focused on four target groups: 
youth, older adults, the disabled and 
employees in the workplace. 


Sport Canada 

Sport Canada, the financial backbone of 
Canadian amateur sport, works closely with 
national sport organizations as well as a 
number of specialized agencies to create 
and support policies and programs 
designed to improve the performance of 


athletes at the national and international 
levels of competition. In addition to pro- 
viding overall policy direction to sport in 
Canada, Sport Canada’s consultants and 
program managers provide guidance to 
organizations serving the nation’s athletes 
and coaches in the areas of association 
management, high performance technical 
development, domestic sport development 
and planning and evaluation. Although Sport 
Canada focuses on providing leadership 
and financial assistance to high perfor- 
mance sport, it is also committed to the 
development of a strong domestic sport 
system which provides participation 
opportunities for all Canadians.

National Voluntary 
Health 
Organizations 
(Sustaining Grants) 


Purpose 

To provide financial assistance to eligible 
National Voluntary Health Organizations 
(NVHOs) whose activities contribute to the 
maintenance and improvement of the health 
and well-being of Canadians by developing 
self-help programs, facilitating mutual aid, 
and encouraging healthy environments. 


Scope 

The program provides sustaining grants to 
NVHOs to cover a portion of the expenses 
of operating national offices and to assist in 
carrying out national activities in the areas 
of health promotion and disease prevention, 
public education, direct services to patients 
and their families, as well as the recruitment 
and training of volunteers to accomplish 
these tasks. 


Eligibility 

Organizations - 

™ must be national in organization structure 
and program delivery; 

= must be federally incorporated; 

m™ must be registered as charitable and 
non-profit organizations; 

™ must have objectives consistent with the 
objectives and priorities of the 
Department. 
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NVHOs with an emphasis on providing 
direct services, fostering public participation 
in and strengthening of community health 
services are more likely to receive favorable 
consideration under this program than 
organizations with major thrusts in research, 
advocacy or service to the professions. 


Funding 

Priority will be given to organizations with 
the greatest financial need as well as to 
those working with target populations of 
major concern to the Department. Normally, 
the total amount of the grant cannot 
represent more that 50% of the total 
operating expenditures of the national 
office, although most grants amount to a 
much smaller percentage.

Organizations 
(Sustaining Grants) 


Purpose 

To strengthen the capacity of national 
voluntary social service organizations so 
that they can effectively address the needs 
of their target populations, by assisting with 
the costs of operating a national office and 
Carrying out national activities. 


Eligibility 

m national in organization structure and 
program delivery; 

m federally incorporated; 

m registered as a charitable and non-profit 
organization; 

m objectives which contribute significantly 
to the promotion and improvement of the 
social well-being of all Canadians; 

™ major volunteer involvement in the 
governance of the organization, as well 
as in program development and service 
delivery. 


Priorities 

Funding priority is given to organizations 
with the greatest financial need, 
organizations serving target groups of major 
concern to the Department, e.g. children, 
families, the elderly and the disabled, and 
organizations which have developed 
significant volunteer support across the 
country. 
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Applications 

m Sustaining grants are based on the 
federal government fiscal year cycle: 
April 1 to March 31. 

m Applications must be submitted each fall 
for funding in the following fiscal year. 

@ A National Review Committee, selected 
from the voluntary sector, reviews 
applications once a year. 

m Funding decisions are made by the 
Minister.

Purpose 

To help improve and develop welfare 
services in order to meet social welfare 
needs more effectively. 


Financing and Operation 

In the form of contributions for 
demonstration, research and human 
resource development projects and 
fellowships for advanced training. 


Available to provincial public welfare 
departments, voluntary agencies and 
organizations, schools of social work, 


research institutions, university departments 


and individuals. 


The majority of projects to which contri- 
butions are made are financed entirely by 
the federal government. 


Conditions 

Project contributions are not available for 
capital expenditures nor are they available 
for staff employed on a regular basis by an 
agency (except where additional staff are 
hired to compensate for the time any 
individual staff member devotes to a 
project), nor for regular, ongoing operating 
expenses of the agency. 
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Project contributions are monitored by the 
NWG Program staff although actual 
operations are the responsibility of the 
organization whose project is being funded. 
Claims for project costs are submitted 
directly to the Program for processing. 


Procedure 

Staff of the National Welfare Grants 
Program are available to assist agencies 
with the identification, development, 
implementation and evaluation of projects.

Purpose 

To provide financial assistance to Canadian 
seniors for projects which contribute to 
improving their health, well-being and 
independence, and to enhancing their 
quality of life. 


Eligibility 

Proposals may be submitted by voluntary, 
non-governmental, non-profit groups and 
organizations. These may include health or 
social service agencies, educational 
institutions, professional associations and 
other para-public organizations. Individuals, 
for-profit groups and government 
departments are not eligible for funding. 


Particular attention will be given to projects 

which address the needs of women seniors, 
seniors living in rural and remote areas, and 
seniors who are less advantaged due to life 
circumstances. 


Projects 
The Program will provide contributions for 
projects which: 


™ support action leading to a new or 
improved resource or organization; 

m test the value or feasibility of new 
program models; 

m@ improve the quality and availability of 
information on particular subjects; 
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m develop and strengthen the knowledge, 
skills and abilities of seniors or people 
working with seniors.
